To any reasonable person it will be apparent that it will be useless to
secure an eight-hour day unless there is some penalty attached for over-
time In all the trades where the eight-hour day obtainsg, there is an ex-
tra charge for overtime; otherwise, there would be no eight-hour day, the
work would go on at the same rate per hour Just as long as the employer
cured to work the men.

It has been emply demonstrated that eight hours' hard work s enough
for any man and any hours he works more than eight, simply drawing on
bis reserve energy and vitality, shortening his life and his available working
years. It hins also been proven that a man working eight hours is more ef-
ficient, does better work, and is in every way a better citizen than a man
working longer hours.

The rallroad train service employes, in asking the ratlroad companies
for an wight-hour day, also ask for time and one-Lalf for overtime, but this
exira rate is merely a “penalty” upon the railways and ls considered an ef-
fective method for preventing overtime. “Overtime" |s commonly called
“blovd money”, and saps the very life out of the cmployes,  We trust that
the public will consider the fact that it is the “overtime” and exposure that
Is “wearing out" the employes and prompts many employers to set their
empluyee’ age Himit at 21 to 35.

In the great railway vards the switchman whose tired feet strike the
engine “‘footboard” or the cinders all day, or night, or the man in the “cab’
v ho pulls and throws levers back and forth all day or night, working count-
lves und conflicting signals and endless danger and in every condition of
weather-—these are the true soldiers of industiry., These men should not
need to ask for better conditions. Better conditions should have been given
them years ago. Twelve hours, or more, is their present day or night, when
eight bours should be their limit,

The fostering by some railways of various unfair conditions, and their
usual opposition to all suggestions ftowards improvement and their cown-
plaint about unfair regulations has provoked a reproof from one of the
most conservative of our public men. In a speech before the New York
Traflic Club on February 21, ex-President Taft reproved the rallways for
their misdeeds and their opposition to the laws of the land and 10 reform.
He accused them of corrupting councils and legislatures and defying the in-
tersiate comemree commission and being generally unreasonable, and then
warned them of a possible government ownership. The general public will
Rive this conservative speaker serious consideration. The employes may
well feel they have able counsel upon their side,

President Wilson has said that the workers have a right 10 say under
what conditions they will work, The raillway employes merely ask that the
public approve their effort for a reasonable condition.
